SAIGON, Saturday — Tank-led North 


Vietnamese troops in a broad attacking 
front shattered South Vietnam's northern- 
most defense line Friday and drove a 
wedge between the northernmost provin- 
cial capital of Quang Tri and Us nearby 
combat base this morning, threatening 
the city itself. 


Another new threat arose at Hue, 35 


miles to the south, when North Viet- 
namese troops overran B^irebase Bastogne 
and an outpost guarding the western ap- 
proaches to the city. Hue, the old imperi- 
al capital, apparently is the main objec- 
tive of a broad northern offensive stepped 
up by the enemy on Friday.

Hblger Jensen reported from the northern 
front that barbed wire barricades blocked 
Highway 1 nine miles south of Quang Tri. 
He said resupply convoys have been una- 
ble to get through to Quang Tri and all 
helicopter flights have been suspended be- 
cause of intense antiaircraft fire.

to exceed last year's first 
quarter with a rise of 13

The report said the high- 


er construction wage gains 
approved by the Stabiliza- 
tion Committee were all 
negotiated before Nov! 14.

higher increases for such 
contracts than those nego- 
tiated after the wage-price 
freeze expired and was re- 
placed by Phase 2 con- 
trols. 


Contracts covered in the 


report involved 32,000 con- 
struction workers, it said. 


The bureau said its re- 


port did not include wage 
contracts covering an addi- 
tional 375,000 workers in 
various industries that had 
not yet been approved by 
either Nixon's Pay Board 
or Construction Industry 
Stabilization Committee.

Price panel rescinds food can hike 


WASHINGTON W — The 


Price Commission Friday 
rescinded two price in- 
creases for makers of food 
cans and ordered a wide- 
spread review of inflation- 
ary factors in the' industry. 


It was the first time the 


panel had suspended an in- 
crease that it had granted 
earlier. 
-A p r i c e commission 
spokesman said indications 
surfaced 
at hearings on 


food costs two weeks ago 


that the price of cans 
could have a significant ef- 
fect on prices. 


"We think the rising 


costs in cans have, a high 
potential, consumer 
im- 


pact," the spokesman said. 


"The i n c r e a s e s in 


canned processed foods un- 
doubtedly 
brought about 


some of the increased food 
prices 
about 
which so 


many of us have been con- 
cerned." 


Specifically, the commis- 


sion suspended increases of 
4.3 per cent which it had 
granted to the American 
Can Co. and 4.2 per cent 
granted previously to Con- 
tinental Can. 


The committee said it is 


also delaying action on Na- 
tional Can Co.'s request 
for a 4.27 per cent price in- 
crease. 


However, it left standing 


a 2.6 per cent increase that 
it had granted !ast Decem- 
ber to all three can com- 


panies to cover increases 
in the price of steel. 


Also Friday, the Price 


Commission said it is still 
waiting to receive required 
reports from 641 of Ameri- 
ca's largest b u s i n e s s 
firms.. 


Furthermore, it said an- 


other 117 have filed reports 
that were sent back be- 
cause they were incorrect- 
ly filled out. .

nounced the astronauts were exposed to radiation from 
the first solar flare ever to occur during a manned moon

small. 


The spacemen were guests of honor at a splashdown 


dinner aboard ship Thursday night, but couldn't eat any 
of the steak and lobster main course because they are 
still on a special high-potassium diet, designed to regu- 
late their heartbeats. 


Apollo 16 splashed down about 1,150 miles south of 


Hawaii Thursday and the astro.nauts will remain aboard 
this aircraft .carrier until early this morning. Then 
they'll be: flown to Hickam Air Force Base, Hawaii, 
where they'll transfer -to a C141 jet transport for a non- 
stop-flight to Ellington Air Force Base near'the Manned 
Spacecraft Center, home of the astronauts. 


.Arrival at Ellington, near Houston, Tex., is sched- 


uled for 6:45 p.m. PST today. 


The 245 pounds of moon rocks and the miles of film 


taken during the 21-day moon mission also will be flown 
to Ellington today. 


Speed of the carrier was slowed slightly Thursday to 


permit doctors to conduct delicate medical examinations 
of the spacemen. A loss of air conditioning in the medi- 
cal area reduced the value of some tests, Berry report- 
ed. 


Berry, at the Manned Spacecraft Center in Houston, 


announced Friday morning that the tests showed them 
in "much better shape than the Apollo 15 crew." 


The physician said each of the astronauts had lost 


some weight, but only about what was expected. Young 
lost 7'/2 pounds, Mattingly 6',4 and Duke 514. 


He said, however, blood tests showed the astronauts 


had a normal distribution of white blood cells, "which 
has not been seen before." 


Previous moon-mission crews had returned with an 


elevated white cell count.

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GOP bonus system 
unconstitutional 


WASHINGTON — A federal Judge Friday declared 


unconstitutional the "bonus system" used by the Repub- 
lican Party to choose part of its delegates to national 
conventions. The ruling by U.S. District Court Judge 
William Jones does not affect the composition of the 1972 
convention. But he ordered the party to develop a new 
system lor delegate selection for the 1976 convention, 
saying the system unfairly discriminates against the 
most populous states. Jones ruled on a suit brought last 
November by the Ripon Society, an organization of liber- 
al Republicans, challenging the party's system of pick- 
ing delegates. 


Conjugal visits for women 


PARCIIMAN, Miss. — Parchman prison farm offi- 


cials announced plans Friday to allow conjugal visits for 
married women prisoners at the state penitentiary. "We 
are establishing conjugal visits lor our married women 
inmates because we are convinced it is a vital step to- 
ward fulfilling our moral obligation to attempt to pre- 
serve the marriages of our inmates," said Supt. John 
Collier. Parchman already has instituted conjugal visits 
for male inmates. This is the first such program for 
females in the country. 


Critic puts hold on Kleiiidienst 


WASHINGTON — The Senate Democratic leadership 


put a "hold" Friday on Richard Kleindienst's nomina- 
tion to be attorney general and one of his harshest crit- 
ics promised a full airing of charges of improper politi- 
cal influence in the Justice Department. The delay was 
requested by one of the four Democratic members of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee who voted Thursday against 
Kleindienst's approval. Sen. Robert Byrd, D-W. Va., did 
not identify who made the "hold" request. But Sen. John 
Tunney, D-Calif., one of the four dissenters, called a 
news conference to announce he intended to arrange a 
"full airing" of the committee's two-month investigation.

PITTSBURGH — Reliable sources said Friday they 


expect that a seventh person will be arrested soon in the 
slaying of United Mine Workers insurgent Joseph Ya- 
blonski, his wife and daughter. "We still have not 
reached those at the top who ordered and paid for these 
killings," said one official. "But we are on the verge of 
moving another step cioser to the top and our momentum 
is building. We are looking for the breakthrough soon." 


Police had cleared nearby shops and offices immedi- 


ately after spotting the truck in an area, where parking 
is banned. The bomb blew up seven minutes later. In 
Newly, close to the border with the Irish Republic, a 
bomb parked in a car outside a Kildare Street tavern 
damaged 30 buildings and wrecked eight vehicles.

CAIRO —Egyptian President Anwar Sadat met Fri- 


day in Moscow with Communist Party leader Leonid 
Brezhnev and Premier Alexei Kosygin to hammer out 
Middle East strategy that Arab sources said included 
more Soviet military aid. The sources said Sadat con- 
ferred for six hours with the Soviet leaders. The sources 
said Sadat was seeking more military aid, including of- 
fensive weapons, to back up his iiew pledge to recapture 
Israeli-occupied territory before next April. 


Setback for.Willy-Brandt 


' .BONN — Chancellor Willy Brandt suffered a major 


setback Friday in a parliamentary test vote that could 
imperil his policy of reconciliation with Communist East 
Europe. Only a new election or opposition help seemed 
likely to fulfill Brandt's hope of winning ratification of 
his nonaggression treaties with the Soviet Union and Po- 
land. Deadlocked 247-247 in a vote on Brandt's budget, the 
Bundestag was forced to adjourn. It awaited the out- 
come of talks between Brandt and Rainer Barzel, the 
Christian Democrat leader whose opposition attacks 
have plunged the government deep into crisis.

Vietnam's 1st Division blocked the only 
access to Hue by road from the west. The 


. assault appeared to be an attempt to open 


the highway, called Route 547, so tanks 
and guns can move up for attacks against 
Hue. 


"The enemy's objective is to capture 


Hue," Brig. Gen. Thomas W. Bowen, sen- 
ior U.S. adviser to the South Vietnamese, 
said in Hue. "He's got people west of 
here and they're coming down from the 
north." 


Saigon forces were outnumbered 3 to 1 


in the fighting around Quang Tri, Bowen 
told Jensen. 


"The situation is bad," said a U.S. in- 


telligence officer at Hue. 


ALLIED forces fought the enemy on- 


slaught with tanks, naval gunfire and air 
strikes. There was no solid estimate on 
the number of tanks used in the enemy 
drive. 


Thousands of civilians fleeing Quang 


Tri walked down Highway 1, the vital 
supply route now blocked by the enemy, 
toward Hue. And hundreds- of South Viet- 
namese soldiers were reported to have 
mingled on that highway with citizens 
fleeing Quang Tri. 


"We have no reports of units breaking 


up but some soldiers are leaving," a U.S. 
officer at Hue acknowledged. 


DETAILS on the fighting which result- 


ed in the fall of Dong Ha Tri, were 
sketchy. Newland said reports indicated 
the enemy assaulted the town with about 
20 tanks plus ground troops and the de- 
fenders, including South Vietnamese mar- 
ines and tanks, fell back along Highway 1 
to a few miles north of Quang Tri. 


Some enemy tanks were reported to 


have moved from there southward along 
the seacoast to an area 10 miles east of 
Quang Tri. Allied officers said the enemy 
obviously was trying to encircle and iso- 
late the provincial capital. 


Quang Tri was hit by occasional shells 


from large enemy guns, which have a 
range of 17 miles. 


Bowen said the North Vietnamese 


troops moved to the north and west of 
Quang Tri in force, with smaller units of 
about 100 men "all around." 


A U.S. F4 fighter-bomber was downed 


by a missile east of the Quang Tri. The 
two crewmen were rescued from the sea 
by helicopter. 


ENEMY forces kept up their pressure 


in the central highlands, the central coast 
and near Saigon. 


Field reports said there was another 


sharp clash around Dau Tieng, a onetime 
rubber plantation center 45 miles north- 
west of Saigon. 


An Loc, the provincial capitalBO miles 


north of Saigon took another 1,200 rounds 
of shell fire, tile South Vietnamese Com- 
mand said.

SCATTERED light clashes were re- 


ported in the Mekong Delta to the south 
of Saigon.

Oil drilling leaves 


L.B. area stable 


With the possible exception of Island Chaffee, 


the entire Long Beach area which might be effect- 
ed by subsidence from tideland oil operations is 
"essentially stable or rising slightly," the city said

The Long Beach Department of Oil Properties 


said its subsidence monitoring survey for the year 
endng in February showed an elevation loss on Is- 
land Chaffee of about 1.5 inches. 


This loss, however., is not confirmed by tide 


gauge readings, according to City Manager John 
R. Mansell. 


Mansell said additional readings will be taken to 


insure that accurate elevations are available at the 
August survey. 


Except for the Island Chaffee figures, the sub- 


sidence report showed elevation gains along the en- 
tire Long Beach waterfront, the department said. 


These gains ranged from 1.2 inches near the 


westerly city boundary to one-quarter inch at the 
Alamitos Bay entrance channel.

amendments by 1,000 dele- 
gates representing 11 mil- 
lion Methodists,- conscien- 
tious draft resistors, were 
supported, gambling was 
hit as a menace to society 
and abortion was approved 
in some'cases. 


THE DELEGATES mo- 


dified a section concerning 
the civil rights of homosex- 
uals to read, "We do not 
condone the practice and 
consider this practice in- 
compatible with Christiani- 
ty." 


The statement read in 


part, 
"Homosexuals no 


less than heterosexuals are 
persons of sacred worth, 
who need the ministry and 
guidance of the church ta 
their struggles for human 
fulfillment." 


The statement on abor- 


tion reads, "Our belief in 
the sanctity of unborn hu- 
man life makes us reluc- 
tant to approve abortion. 
But we are equally bound 
to respect the sacredness 
of the life and well-being 
of the mother, for whom 
devastating damage may; 
result from an unaccepta- 
ble pregnancy." 


The resolution backing 


draft resisters was one of 
the strongest to come from 
a major Protestant denom- 
ination, outside of the tra- 
ditional "peace churches" 
such as the Friends, Breffi- 
ren and Mennonttes. It

We will 
just have to face some 
tough things alone, unher- 
alded and unsung, a kind 
of midnight lonely cour- 
age, the real downright 
guts to fight back against 
circumstance. 


THIS REMINDS me of a 


man I worked for as a 
very young boy. It was an 
after-school and Saturday 
job in a grocery store — 
not a supermarket, but a 
one-man, privately owned 
grocery of the old school. I 
was the only employee and 
the job was to keep the 
stock on the shelves and 
sweep out.

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From coal-burning power plants 
Southwest pollution fears told by EPA 


•WASHINGTON Iff) — The 


planned 
.development of 


giant coal-burning power 
plants in the Southwest 
will smog up the air and 
niay post "health hazards to 
pfeople, 
plants and ani- 


iftals, says the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency. 


'.The EPA has told the In- 
t e r i o r Department that 
such power plants should 
tjiq required, as a mini- 
mum, to meet state and 
federal air quality stand- 
ai-ds designed to protect 
human health. 
'And if the Sputlnyest's 
desert air, allowing visibil- 
ity up to 50 miles or more, 
is to be protected, EPA 
said, even more stringent 
autipollution requirements 
must be applied. 


THE EPA reported on 


the air and water pollution 
effects of proposed power 
plant development as part 
of a comprehensive study 
of Southwestern power de- 
yelopment, issued April 18 
by the Interior Depart- 
ment. 


At issue is the present 


development 
of six big 


power plants in Arizona, 
New Mexico and Utan, two 
o£ which are already in op- 
eration, plus even greater 
expansion in the future. 


Interior's study conclud- 


ed that there was no im- 
mediate alternative to the 
construction of coal-burn- 
ing power plants in the 
Southwest 
to 
meet the 


power needs of population 
centers—especially 
in' 


southern 
California 
and 


New MeKico. 


liPA SAID that "power 


plants presently in opera- 
tion have caused' a signifi- 
cant reduction in ... visi- 
bility, and future develop- 
ments can be expected to 
still further impair visibili- 
ty." 


It said combined opera- 


tions of the Navajo Power 
Plant under construction in 
Arizona and the proposed 
Kaiparowits plant nearby 
in Utah "can be expected 
to have a dramatic effect 
on visibility in nearby can- 
yons of the Colorado Riv- 
er." 


"The 
possibility 
that 


such impairment of visibil- 
ity may extend down the 
river as far as the Grand 
Canyon cannot be ruled 
out," said the EPA report. 


INTERIOR'S study was 


prepared as • a substitute 
for a more formal environ- 
mental impact statement 
requested by environment 
and Indian groups. 


There is a vital differ- 


ence between the two ap- 
proaches: if Interior ac- 
knowledge the need for a 
formal impact statement 
under the Environment a! 
Policy Act of 1969, it would 
have to suspend the grant- 
ing of federal authoriza- 
tions for continued devel- 


opment of the private pow- 
er plants.involving federal 
and Indian land, until the 
study was completed. And 
that could • take a long 
time. 


Environment 
g r o u p s 


have sued in federal court 
to 
require 
the formal 


study; they lost at the dis- 
trict court level, but have 
filed an appeal. 


The EPA report said: 


"If present emission con- 


trol technology is projected 
into the future, ambient 
air quality standards for 
sulfur dioxide and nitrogen 
exides can be expected to 
be violated soon at seveVal 
locations, causing threats 
to human health, terrestri- 
al biota plants and ani- 
mals, and surface water 
qualify." 


"The fallout or rainout 


of initially airborne pollu- 
tants," it continued, "can 
be expected to have a sig- 
nificant 
impact on ter- 


restrial biota and on water 
quality." 


EPA said that "as a 


minimum, all power plants 
in the study area should be 
required to comply with 
federal, state and local air 
pollution 
control 
regula- 


tions." 


If the clear air of the 


southwest "is to be res- 
tored or even held at its 
present 
level 
with 
in- 


creased power plant devel- 
opment, additional slrigent 
air pollution control mea- 
sures will be necessary, on 
all power plants in the 
area," said EPA. 


The agency estimated at 


full development the prcn 
posed 
Southwest 
power 


plants would be emitting to 
the air each day some 
3,475 pounds of lead, 177 
pounds of Beryllium, 21 
pounds of mercury, .45 
pounds of cadmium, 2,459 
pounds of c h r o m i u m , 
17,711 pounds of magne- 
sium, 1,039 pounds of nick- 
el, 1,071 pounds of slecium, 
and 826 pounds of arsenic 
— all of them considered 
potential health hazards.

Rising distribution costs hurt 


Rising distribution costs continue to be a major 


problem for manufacturers in their battle to control ex- 
penses and improve profits. 


Industry Week reported Phase 2 has brought some 


slowing — but no halt — to the upward trend. 


Distribution costs ate rising faster than any others 


except labor, a Pittsburgh company president said. The 
big culprit is transportation, where labor wage gains 
translate quickly into higher freight rates, although ware- 
housing and other facets of distribution also are con- 
tributing to the increase. 


Distribution costs are a bigger problem for some 


firms than for others because of the variation in the kind 
and size of products they make, Industry Week pointed 
out. 


Rising contribution costs are said to be putting small 


manufacturers in a real1 squeeze. 


A maker of pharmaceutical bottles which ships en- 


tirely by truck — mostly in small lots — says that Its 
transportation costs have tripled in 10 years and that the 
rate of increase has been greatest in the last few years. 


A WEST COAST FOREST PRODUCTS producer re- 


ports its distribution costs generally rose at an 8 to 10 
per cent cup last year and are expected to continue up- 
ward this year. 


The company already has had to absorb some of the 


higher costs. 


With the economy picking up, however, manufactur- 


ers are becoming more able again to pass rising costs

on to consumers and to discourage or refuse small or- 
ders — moves they didn't dare make during the reces- 
sion, Industry Week said. 


To encourage customers to help hold down shipping 


costs, one company is urging buyers to order in larger 
quantities. And. in an effort to make small shipments 
less attractive, some chemicals producers are increasing 
drum prices while holding the line on carload ship- 
ments. 


An appliance maker is trying to combat traffic costs 


by getting motor carriers to lower rates on certain 
items, and shifting some shipping from trucks to piggy- 
back rail freight. 


ONE PLACE WHERE THE BRAKES have been p*ut 


on prices is the steel industry, the magazine pointed but. 


Steel companies are having difficulty maintaining 


price levels as high as they'd like in the face of foreign 
competition and cost cutting by customers. The new poli- 
cy (initiated by Bethlehem Steel Corp.) of guaranteeing 
steel prices for the rest of this year reflects.this underly- 
ing problem. 


As a result of reductions earlier this year, prices of 


most finished steel products are below both the levels 
authorized by the Price Commission and those that pro- 
ducers say would be necessary to recover last August's 15 
per cent rise In labor costs. 


The freeze, Industry Week pointed out, means 


there'll be no recovery of wage increases coming up this 
summer under the steel labor contract.

Mystery 10th planet 
Scientists find hint of 'planet 
::-'3 


L1VERMORK Wl — The 


existence of a 10th planet 
in the earth's solar system 
was suggested Friday by 
scientists at the University 
of California's Lawrence 
Livermore Laboratory. 


The planet, the outer- 


most in the solar system, 
never has been seen. The 
prediction 
it exists 
is 


based on new and sophisti- 
cated mathematical calcu- 
lations at the laboratory. 


.The 
proposed 
body, 


dubbed "Planet X" by sci- 
entists, 
would be three 


times as large as Saturn 
and twice as far as Nep- 
tune from the sun. 


Earth, the third nearest 


to the sun of the nine 


known planets, is 80 times 
smaller than Saturn and 
nearly, three billion miles 
from Neptune. 


The calculations which - 


led to Planet X evolved 
from studies of Halley's 
Comet, whose orbit con- 
tains mysterious deviations 
and whose appearance to 
earth can never be predict- 
ed with accuracy. 


The 
calculations were 


made by a team of three 
scientists; at the Lawrence 
Livermore Laboratory. Jo- 
seph L. Brady, a supervi- 
sor in numerical tech- 
niques, 
wrote 
up 
the 


team's 
finding 
in next 


Monday's edition of the 
Journal o£ the Astronomi- 


cal Society of the Pacific. 


Brady, an acknowledged 


authority on Halley's Com- 
et, said the prediction of 
new 
planets based on 


mathematical calculations 
was not new. Neptune's lo- 
cation was predicted in 
1846 in a similar way. 


To make his predictions, 


Brady 
used 
information 


from previous observations 
of Halley's Comet, which 
has been reported since 
before the birth of Christ. 
With the laboratory's enor- 
mous computer system he 
worked out the planet's 
probable location. 


"The proposed planet is 


located in the densely pop- 
ulated Milky Way where 


even a tiny area encom- 
passes thousands of stars," 
Brady 
said, 
"many of 


which are brighter than we 
expect this .planet to be." 


"If tt exists, it will be 


e x t r e m e l y difficult to 
find," he added. 


Brady said his method of 


calculating 
the 
location 


and size of the planet was 
based 
on an 
arbitrary 


mathematical term which 
would account for devia- 
tions in the last four ap- 
pearances 
of 
Halley's 


Comet. He then translated 
that 
mathema'tical term 


into the proposed planet's 
mass and location. 


Subsequent 
calculations 


determined that existence

The 
proposed 
planet 


would take about 512 years 
to orbit the sun and proba- 
bly would orbit in an op- 
posite direction to the oh- 
er planets, Brady said.

search was just outside the 
area where the body woBld 
be located, Brady said. -_'•;

Hot dogs

ST. LOUIS, Mo. (UPI) — 


A scientist said 
Friday 


that the artificial coloring 
in hot dogs gives headach- 
es to some people. 


Dr. William Henderson 


of the University of Cali- 
fornia school of medicine 
at 
San 
Francisco 
ad- 


dressed the annual meet 
ing of the American Aca- 
demy of Neurology. 


He said the hog dog 


headaches are caused by 
sodium nitrate, a chemical 
added to frankfurters to 
make them red. Henderson 
said the chemical is added 
for the same purpose to 
bacon, ham and salami. 


Henderson said studies 


show that the headaches, 
which he called "moder- 
ately severe," would affect 
some person within 30 min- 
utes after eating as little 
as one ounce of any of the 
cured meats 
and would 


usually end within an hour, 
although continuing longer 
in some cases. 


He said some persons 


who 
suffer 
from 
such 


headaches also will have a 
flushed face at the time. 


Henderson said the num- 


ber of persons affected ap- 
parently is small. "If a 
person has noticed head- 
aches after eating hot dogs 
over a period of time, he 
or she may be sensitive," 
he said, 


He said that the brand 


labels of the meat products 
indicate whether the meat 
contains 
sodium 
nitrate 


and added, "some brands 
don't use nitrates in their 
meats."

BOSTON — Peter Fuller, owner of 


Dancer's Image, the horse disquali- 
fied from the winner's circle of the 
1968 Kentucky Derby, says he is "ab- 
solutely stunned" by Friday's Ken- 
tucky court decision awarding the 
1968 Derby purse to Forward Pass. 


"You win a race and you want the 


cup, 
the money and everything that 


goes with it," Fuller, a Boston busi- 
nessman, said. 


The Kentucky Court of Appeals 


held that the winner's purse from the 
1968 Derby must go to Forward 
Pass, the Calumet Farm colt which 
originally finished second in the 
race. 


Forward Pass was subsequently el- 


evated to first after it was discov- 
ered that the banned medication 
phenylbutazone was in Dancer's Im- 
age's system during the race. 


Fuller said he had spent $200,000 


fighting the case to obtain the 
$122,500 purse which lias been held in 
escrow since the 1968 Derby. 


He said he was most disappointed 


that trainer Lou Calavaris and jock- 
ey Bobby Ussery would not receive 


10 per cent shares of the first-place 
puree. 


Additionally, Fuller said, the court 


battle has cost Dancer's Image a 
great deal in stud fees since "the 
people that own the better mares ha- 
ven't really patronized him because 
of. this question." 


Dancer's Image is In stud in Mary- 


land, Fuller said, but the "mares 
have been my own mares and the 
mares of friends." 


MRS. 
GENE MARKEY, owner of 


Forward Pass, reached at Miami, 
said, "I don't believe it. It's the best 
thing I ever heard in my life — just 
unbelievable." 


Kentucky 
racing 
rules 
were 


changed as the result of the 1968 
Derby so that a race cannot again 
have fwo "winners." 


Now, 
a horse is placed last if a 


banned medication is found in his 
system after the race.
